Though beauty and decorative fitness must always be the chief aim in the designing or selection 
of a wall decoration, the cost of production in this, as in other things, must remain an important 
and, unfortunately, sometimes a deciding factor. 

Here San-kro-niura Art Tiles and Mosaics find their justification — their excuse for being. 

As rich in color and design, as convincing in the apparent quality of the material itself, there is 
yet a decided advantage in the use of this, as of all Saivkro-mura material, in that the decorative 
scheme and the character of the room may be completely changed whenever desirable, which is 
obviously out of the question when real tile or mosaic work is employed. 

Again, Sarvkro-mura may be successfully used in combination with the real material. Nothing 
could be more convincing than one of the mosaic designs illustrated, on the wall above a dado of 
genuine tile or marble. 

Only the necessarily high cost of work and material prevents the more general use of real tile and 
mosaic work in vestibule, bath and kitchen; in store, office and theater, and here again San-krc 
mura — beautiful, practical, sanitary — unhesitatingly asserts its claim to recognition.
